Washington, Aug. 27—Eleventh hour 
developments in the Mexican situation 
postponed tho reading by President 
Wilson of his special message to con­

States had not felt compelled to em­ 
phasize its Ideas by arms but, having 
obtained the moral support of the civ­ 
ilized world, the American government 
bad decided to pursue a policy of ab 
solute non interference.

Over. 


W ashington, Aug. 27.— A ttem pts to 
increase the limit of th e proposed in­ 
com e tax, on the laiger incomes, (ailed 
In the senate, when S enators Borah, 
B ristow aud Cum mins led uu effort to 
am end ihe income tax section of the 
D em ocratic tariff bill. 
S en ato r 
Borah offered an amend 
Blent Increasing the graduated tax on 
larg er 
incomes until it would have 
roached five per cent on those above 
$100,000 a year. 
T h e Democrats, aided by ten Re­ 
publicans, defeated th e am endm ent, 
47 to 17. 
A m ore radical provision, with a 
m axim um tax of ten lier (e a t en in 
Comes of $100,000 or more, will be 
aubm.itted by Senator Bristow. 
In the pending bill the rates on larg­ 
er Incomes are; 
One per cent on in c o ifis from $2 >, 
OOO to $50,000; two per cent from $50,- 
000 to $ 100,000, sud three per cent 
above $100,000. 
Senator Borah proposed the follow 
Ing "additional tax.” 
One per cent on incom es fropi $10.- 
00O to $.10,000; two per cent from $K>,- 
OOO to $50,000; three per cent from 
$50,OOO to $80,000; four per cent fr rn 
$80,000 to $100,000, and five p* r cent 
above $ 100,000. 
T h e D em ocrats votel solidly against 
th e increase, and wore joined by Sen 
ato rs (‘lark, of W yom ing; Oalllnger, 
Llppitt, I»dge, Oliver. Penrose, Root. 
8 rnont, W arren and W eeks from the 
Republican side. 
Tile senate reached the Income tax 
section of the tariff bill unexpectedly 
after finishing the first reading of all 
th e tariff schedules in the bill. 
The 
debate Is expected to continue for a 
day or two. 
T he dem and for an increase of the 
tax on big incomes w as accompanied 
by the declaration th a t men with large 
Incomes would escape their Just share 
of the taxes under the new bill. 
“T he man with the small income al­ 
ways pays his tax m o re completely,” 
said Senator Borah, “ than does the 
m an with the larger Income. 
It is 
much easier to find all of the $5<*on 
Income than to find all of the $50,000 
Income. A tax of four or five tier cent 
on the m an with $100,000 will not in 
convenience him m ore than the one 
per cent tax will Inconvenience the 
m an with $5onn.” 
S en ato r W illiams, who had charge 
of the Income tax provisions for the 
D em ocratic side, insisted that the com 
m ittee had been compelled to go slowly 
and 
cautiously in inaugurating the 
new form of direct taxation. 
"W e thought It well now to estab­ 
lish th e tax upon sim ple grounds,” he 
•aid. "E xperience alone will show how 
It works, and the changes th at may 
be necessary in it. In the future th* 
Anteri* an people will have represen 
tat Ives here who will revise and per 
fact It." 
S en ato r Root said th e plan to tax 
th e undivided “gains and profits” ot 
all corporations or p artn e rsh ip s would 
bo impossible of adm inistration 
lie 
Insisted that these undivided profit? 
w ere part of a stockholder * cap!'al 
and not his income.

FEW POINTS ABOUT GUINEAS 


Habit of Changing Neat Makes It Dif 
flcult to Say How Many Eggs 
They w ill Lay. 


Tho guineas are good layers, but 
owing to their skill In hiding their 
nests and their habit of changing their 
nest If it is disturbed, it is hard to 
say bow many eggs they will lay, pos­ 
sibly 60 to IOO. Guineas are inclined 
to be monogamous, that is, to have 
but one mate, but a male will mate 
with 
two 
females. 
I^oor hatches 
usually result if more females are 
placed with a male. 
Young guineas are fed like young 
turkeys, with curds, bread and milk or 
boiled eggs and bread 
crumbs 
the 
first week, always mixing once a day 
with sand, and for every meal making 
one-third of the 
meal 
green 
food, 
chopped 
onion or dandelion tops. 
Finely chopped lettuce is good when 
plentiful. 
Unless they have a good 
run they should have animal food for 
some time, but if they have plowed 
fields to roam over this Is not neces­ 
sary. 
When they are large enough 
to be given free range they will pick 
up most of their living, but should 
always be fed at night, to give thenr 
the habit of returning home.
